A RACKET? 


Never perhaps was there a better ex- 


ample of the need for independent char- 
acters in a great place like the American 
senate than jn the recent news item from 
New York that Senator Wheeler of Mon- 
tana has consented to act for the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters in the 
indictment the Administration has aimed 
against this union claiming that it is 
racketeering. 


The Washington government has un- 


covered its biggest blacksnake whip to 
lash around this particular union. 
The 


indictment charges both a violation of the 
statute against trusts and 
the 
statute 


against 
racketeering. 
The 
particular 


charge is that the union forces out-of-town 
truck men to hire New York drivers at 
$9.42 per when their trucks come into 
the city leaving their own drivers idle. 


Senator Wheeler contends that the un- 


ion is acting legitimately in trying to pro- 
tect the higher wage and hour standards 
that exist in New York against a possible 
breakdown if low paid and overworked 
drivers are permitted to handle trucks 
within that city. The senator declared: 


"I have never defended a racketeer 


in my life but I shall act in this case 
because if this indictment stands every 
labor union in the country can be 
prosecuted on the charge that by ask- 
ing for better wages and shorter hours 
its members are conspiring to violate 
the law." 
The country may have arrived at the 


point where it is so sick and tired of 
strikes and so disgusted with the failure 
of the Wagner law to provide a machinery 
for peace that it will fail to observe the 
advantages that are always present so 
long as its 
political 
leaders like Mr. 


Wheeler steer far wide of that "yes-yes" 
attitude that makes for smug compla- 
cency and the smothering of many rights 
that may be critical. 


Whether the senator in the position 


he has taken is correct or not is of little 
importance but that he has the courage to 
do what he considers right whether it 
pleases the White House or not, just as 
he did in the attempt of Mr. Roosevelt 
to take over the supreme court, is the 
important thing.

AN OLD GAG IN NEW CLOTHES 
Prank L. Kluckhohn, correspondent of 


the New Yoik Times, has been down 
through and living in the Poza Rica oil 
field which has been until recently owned 
and developed by British interests and is 
said to be the richest in Mexico. 
Mr. 


Kluckhohn contends that there is ample 
Mexican technical talent to run these oil 
fields and names some of the men, gradu- 
ates of American universities, but Mexi- 
can by birth who are in charge. To date 
he finds that the workers in this field 
have not benefited by the confiscation of 
the property in the name of the govern- 
ment and which presumably was accom- 
plished for the benefit of the workers. 
His description of the situation is inter- 
esting: 


"There is a striking basis of personal 


disequality m Foza Rica that anyone 
visiting it must note. While the "men 
have had their incomes cut through 
lack of overtime and layoffs, the for- 
mer union leaders and sub-chiefs are 
leading a luxurious life. They are as 
far separated socially from the ordi- 
nary workmen as the handful of for- 
mer British chiefs could have been 
Most of the leaders have had their in- 
comes doubled or tripled, while the 
ordinary laborer gets fewer pesos, and 
these have been devaluated 30 per cent. 


"One of the chief claims of the 


unions before expropriation was that 
the independent stores at the Poza 
Rica camp charged over-high prices for 
food. Now. by general admission, the 
prices are higher than before, par- 
tially because much imported canned 
food is consumed and food prices as a 
whole have gone up sharply all over 
the country with the fall of the peso 
and crop failures. On the other hand, 
the union leaders and sub-chiefs eating 
separately at a screened dining hall 
on the hill have forced the Chinese 
manager-cook to lower the cost of each 
good meal for them from two pesos 
to one. 


"On the wide veranda of the lofty 


club the leaders now sit in solitary 
glory, 
sipping 50-year-old 
brandy, 


expropriated with a goodly supply of 
whisky and other liquors from the 
British, or play pool or dominoes in- 
side the club. In the evening they 
bring their wives and sweethearts to 
this site. 


"Previously, the labor leader was 


completely identified with the com- 
mon men and ihc government backed 
both jointly. Now the leader has taken 
the place of the foreign boss and the 
government is backing the 
leader,
